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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1945.

The  Executive  Committee  wish  to  express  their  very  sincere 
and  grateful  thanks  to  all  who  have  in  any  way  assisted  the  Hospital  in  its 
work  during  1945  and  especially  to  “Grateful  Patients”  who  have,  as 
in  the  past,  given  generous  donations. 

The  attendance  of  In-patients  was  considerably  higher  than  in 
1944,  but  the  number  of  Casualities,  Treatments  and  Consultations 
were  a  good  deal  lower  and  X-Ray  cases  slightly  lower.  On  the  whole, 
the  Hospital  has  been  fortunate  in  keeping  their  full  complement  of 
nursing  staff  during  the  year,  but  there  has  been,  and  still  is,  a  serious 
shortage  of  domestic  staff.  Administrative  work  is  still  very  heavy. 
Volunteers  have,  as  in  previous  years,  rendered  excellent  service  in  every 
department  and  the  Hospital  is  much  indebted  to  them  all. 

Details  of  work  done  are  given  in  the  Statistical  Analysis  on 
page  14  of  this  report,  which  also  contains  a  full  statement  of  Accounts 
and  other  important  information. 

We  again  acknowledge  most  valuable  support  from  the  Royal 
Berkshire  and  Associated  Hospitals  Contributory  Scheme  to  which 
over  280  of  our  General  Ward  patients  belonged. 

The  ambulance  arrangement  made  by  the  Fleet  U.D.  Council 
has  been  very  satisfactory  and  the  Hospital  is  grateful  to  the  Council 
for  meeting  the  cost  of  transport  for  patients  within  the  Fleet  U.D.C.  area. 

The  public  once  again  responded  very  generously  to  the  Pound 
Day  appeal  both  in  cash  and  kind. 

The  work  on  Derby  Lodge  was  completed  in  the  early  part  of 

the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  proposed  Extensions  for  which  plans  had 
been  approved,  it  has  regretfully  been  decided  to  postpone  any  action 
in  view  of  the  uncertain  position  of  Voluntary  Hospitals  at  the  present 
time. 


During  the  year  Colonel  Sewell  resigned  from  the  Executive 
Committee  but  he  has  kindly  agreed  to  continue  collecting  subscriptions 
in  Hartley  Wintney. 

Universal  regret  was  felt  by  everyone  when  Miss  V.  M.  Francis, 
who  has  been  Matron  of  the  Hospital  for  20  years,  resigned  at  the  end 
of  December.  The  Hospital  owes  her  a  very  great  debt  of  gratitude 
for  her  unselfish  and  untiring  work  and  the  good  name  of  our  Hospital 

is  to  a  very  great  extent  due  to  her.  The  best  wishes  of  all  go  out  to 

her  for  her  future.  Miss  A.  A.  Syme,  well  known  as  our  Assistant 
Matron  for  19  years,  has  been  appointed  Matron,  and  Miss  D.  M. 

Griffin  who  was  with  us  for  7  years  as  a  Staff  Nurse,  has  succeeded 

Miss  Syme  as  Assistant  Matron.
